Much Admired 
At C C-N. Es 


Particular fealures of the Reo dis’ 
play at the C. N.E. were the new Reo! 
scdan and Reo coupe. In body de-! 
sign+and construction they are in’ 
many respects similar to many cars 
which sold at a higher price, As 
for the chassis they are mounted on 
the standard 120-Inch wheel base, 
chassis, which has brought credit to 
this organization and ‘which now has 
added refinements. 

Much precaution has been taken 
against squeaks in the construction 
of these bodies. The roof is in the 
nature of a watetproof double-tex- 
ture -leather. cloth laid. over padded 
glats, with the result that it is sound 
absorbing.
